An Amazing Fact. 

And yet, should I be far wrong 
if I were to say that there were 
not twenty complaints (about 
rough play) made to the govern 
ing bodies of those Leagues dur- 
ing the whole season, arising from 
the 2600 or so matches thus car- 
ried. ont? I think I should be 
right in stating that. 

This is an amazing fact, a very 
startling result, and to my mind 


a magnificent testimony as to the. 


splendid work, and the very tho- 
rough spirit of sportsmanship dis- 


’ played by all the hundreds on hun- 


dreds of amateurs and profes- 
sionals engaged with the famous 
teams whicl make up these three 
great Leagues. I feel quite sure 
that such & result will challenge 
comparison with that of any other 
sport which is as popular, as wide- 
ly played, end as exciting as As- 
sociation football. 

You will have gathered, there- 
fore, eyen by now that my answe! 
to the queation which forms the 
title of this article is “NO.” But 
I will acknopjedee riglt away that 
what I haveysaid Wetter answers 
the auery o “Is there <a great 
deal of rough play?’ than the 
one originally proposed. 

It is quite true that we may 
have no very large amount of 
rough play, and yet, however smal” 
it may be 7 total, we may stiil 
have more*than we like to see 
or more than ought to be. You 
are, therefore, quite entitled to 
ask me to/go alittle further, and 
to set down precisely a few re- 
marks rather more strictly con- 
fined to our first question. 

In that case I would reply 
“There is too much rough play 
simply beeause the jdeal would 
be that there should not be any 
at all.’ But we are all human; 
and human beings will always 
vary in temper, in character, in 
judgment, and in action. 

Whilst this remains so—which 
will be as long as the world lasts 
—_ we shall always find some 
player in every sport under the 
sun, and in every country in the 
world, ready to take an untair 
advantage of his opponent; eager 
to snap up any chance of 2 win 
for his side or himsslfi—by usime 
his strength, his brains, his bodily 
powers in what we may term 2 
emA Anhatine fashion, 
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bodily strength misapplied. Yow 
cah often make a point, or $8 iw 
your end, by charging 20 \OP- 
ponent in @ way which the rule 
do not allow, by tripping hin 
when there is. no necessity for 
anything of the kind, by admin- 
istering a half-concealed kick oF 
blow which lays him out, or in- 
capacitates him for the rest of the 
match. 
Question of Penalties. 
With respect to the penalties 
placed on those who offend—pun 
ishments of the ground. of ne 
player, of the elubs—by the gov— 
erning bodies, I fully endorse and 
support them. In my opinion, 
once a player or club has been 
clearly proved guilty of absolute- 
ly rough play, purposely done, no 
punishment can be too severe, n0f 
only in order to deter him or the 
club from similar wrong-doing 
future, but also to act as an EX 
ample to anybody else who might 
be tempted to err in the same 
fashion. 
Notice that I said just now 
“purposely done.” But I am con 
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vinced that there is very lit 
rough play indeed “purposely 
fone.” When it does occur, it 


the outcome In most cases, of thi 
excitement and thrill of the mo 
ment, and usttally nobody regrett 
the lapse more than the offender 
himself. IE have known men com 
yary close to tears in their regrel 
when they found that they had 
treated an opponent wrongfully 
in the excitement and agitation 
of a very thrilling minute.
